Hot 
exactly my ids* of liberation. Ever since ary early 
suspicion* about tha SLA having an “all woman combat 
team", Z have begun to stumble ecroea clues that aome 
public figures are more than they seem. Lae and Marina 
Oswald introduced me in my research to a "Marriage of 
convenience", before that I had heard of Bleeping in 
separate room* - but not separate houses .

MARY JOB KDPECMKE 

Mary Joe was an important political figure. Some 
researchers , Like Has Brussell, contend she may even 
have been an infiltrator into the Kennedy camp, Mhatev* 
ever the truth, and her parents are finally calling for 
a long -overdue dredging of the facts, here are some a- 
eaaing coincidences . Part of an interchange 1 a secre- 
tary pool, Mary Joe had worked with one-time Kennedy 
intimate, Sen. George Sme there of Florida. Supposedly 
e friend of JFK, Smethers must have felt some conflict 
of interest . Jeff Garth, e syndicate researcher, 
claims Smethers represented mob interests in Florida 
for years.

Mary Joe was killed at Chappaqulddick . Ted Kenne- 
dy wasn't in the car. The trial transcript and coetaon 
sense prove this. A deputy saw the car hours after it 
was supposed to have dived into the water, sitting on a 
nearby road. Zt isn't easy to escape from e submerged 
car i strong currents and water pressure rule out Ted's 
escape and confused swim across tha bey. He came down 
to the motel lobby in dry clothes asking the tism, s 
chambermaid sew no wet ones. Re could have gotten 
help quickly from a still-lit house nearby, or called 
the ferry to come. It took Mary Joe two hours to as- 
phyxiate, according to the diver wfto removed her from 
the car. The ooroner never explained the blood on her 
blouse. The trial judge bristled, "You 're all lying 
through your teeth". Why end how is yet a mystery, as 
is Ted's compliant confeaaian of a crime he didn't com- 
mit. But Kennedy acqulesence , as always, must be 
weighed in tha light of the evidence, not the other way 
around. X of tan wonder if JFK had any friends > but if 
Mary Joe had any, wouldn't it make sense to eak a few 
questions? 

Whet was Tony Ulascewits doing on Chappaqulddick, 
and whan did he arrive? He claims ha rushed in after- 
wards disguised as e reporter to ask all the wrong 
quaations. But no one saw him. When did ha prepare 
the press credentials? What was tha purpose of ths 
110,000 in Watergate money that went from Kalmbech to 
Caulfield to Tony shortly before the incident? What is 
Operation Sand wedge , referred to in Caulfield's testi- 


mony. aa taking place in tha summer of '697 The wedging 
of an Olds 88 in Chappaqulddick sand? Isn't it time to 
add murder to ths Watergate "dirty tricks" voca bu la r y? 


DOROTHY HUNT 

Sherman SkolniX, Chicago-based researcher, claims 
Dorothy Hunt was even higher in the CZA echelon than 
her husband, X. Howard Hunt. Another "marriage" for 
espionage convenience? Dorothy was carrying a lot of 
cash to Chicago on that fateful plane flight. $10,000 
reportedly to buy e Marriott Motel in Chicago from her 
cousin. $40,000, say some raportare, in "Barker bills" 
from the secret Watergate fund, and upwards of $2 mil- 
lion in stocks and securities says Skolnik. 

A "bagvoman" for the Watergate crew, deism one 
researcher, and hard evidence suggests the plane was 
sabotaged. A horrible crash that left scores dead. The 
plane, according to radio accounts on the scene that 
day, waa surrounded by FBI who refused rescus crews ac- 
cess to ths plane while they stripped bodies of Identi- 
fication. Michele Clark, a black newewoman from CBS. 
died on the flight and waa cremated. She had told her 
staff that she was about to gmt tha scoop on Watergate 
from Dorothy. Abnormally high levels of cyanide were 
determined aa the cause of death, well beyond tha toxic 
level inhaled before gas poisoning leads to death. 

Other researchers charge a cover-up conspiracy involv- 
ing Ms tax gate figures who suddenly got appointed to ths 
investigating agenclaa: Whits Mouse aid Alexander But- 

terfield to the Federal Aviation Administration, Egil 
"Bud" Krogh of tha PI untoe rs to Undersecretary of Trans- 
portation . and aid Dwight Chapin to United Airlines ' 
Board of Directors. 

Can this United flight into Chicago's Midway be 
chalked up to "pilot error", the official line? Mas- 
sive electronic failure, e failure in tha recording de- 
vice just before the crash, altitude instruments fouled 
internally and by a low visibility calling, bad radar 
tracking, and failure of a transmitting "locator". All 
this, plus waiting FBI men who beat the fire and rescus 
teams to tha scene, haa the seme stanch as the foul air 
that came up from Jary Joe's trap in that Oldsnobile . 
And how else do we make sense of John Ehrllchmann'e Wa- 
tergate testimony on Dorothy rtunti "...she was deliver- 
ing money to the Cubans (Mote i her cousin is NOT Cuban) 
whan they shot her plane down"? 

What did the Hunts know that was worth a million 
to Mixon? What waa tha "can of worms" Nixon fait Hunt 
could open? What were the "many highly illegal conspi- 
racies" Hunt threatens to reveal in the Bit torn nemo 7 
In tha last tapes, Nixon says, "Ths key to Watergate is 
tha Bay of Pigs . " indeed, and what doors it opens! The 
structure of the Bay of Pigs, with Mixon at the top, 
folded into the Desses tic Operations Division of the CZAi 
an anti -Castro "cnabatients” army of mercenaries for 
the CIA hare and abroad; a "team" of men chat Bernard 
Barker told the Watergate Committee he hadn't seen in 
"ten years", but was abls to round up in "twenty min- 
utes*! a Miami -Mew Or leans -Dal las /Ho us ton -Toronto Link 
of mob activities , heroin traffic, and political assas- 
sination. Mixon was in Dallas or. November 22. 1963, a- 
ven if Hunt wasn't, though Mixon "forgot* it for 11 
years. Tha Cabell brothers provide a link between Dal- 
las "turf” control back then (a family of sheriffs end 
mayors) and the CIA that one of them worked for (as 
well as currently sitting on the Board of Directors of 
the CIA ' a huge subsidiary. Pacific Corporation, which 
operates Air Americs airlines to fly heroin from SE A- 
ale to routes ending in Toronto, Dallas /Houston , Mew 
Orleans, and Miami) . Uo one ever understood why Mrs. 
Cabell gave J a Okie red roses that tragic day, instead 
of the traditional yellow. Blase 11, Alan Dulles (later 
a Warren Commission member) and White House "action of- 
ficer", Richard Mixon - that waa the command structure 
before JFK came in and withdrew tha air cover and 
began s deadly back-pedal. 

The evidence of sabotage on Dorothy's plane was 
there, and Jaworakl (former Warren Comnission lie son to 
the Texas courts), the Watergate Special Prosecutor, 
jumped ship rsthar than deal with it; leaving it in the 
hands of Mr. Ruth, an earlier heed of tha LEAA (see ay 
articles on this CIA plot to control local police) . On- 
ly Barbara Jordon still raises a voice in Congress to 
finish the probe. Maybe Dorothy Hunt Just wasn't liked.

After reading the second letter in 
as many issues at ths expense of El 
Huerto, I feel that a few comments 
are in order. As ths brother of El 
Huerto, perhaps earns oaments on his 
early life might shed some light on 
his propensity toward exuberance and 
verbiage, a tendency which the rest 
of the family, luckily, has not fall- 
en victim to.

I doubt vary much whether 
ths damage to ths world will ever be 
fully gauged. 

As a closing owmsnt, you may won- 
der how he got ths none "El Huerto". 
The family gave him that none very 
shortly after he was bom. It ie sim- 
ply wish fill thinking. Very wishful
